Crump, a negro, 
charged

tempting to attack Mrs. H. L. Whit 
sington, wife 
of

young cotton 
planter at White Haven, near Mem 
phis, was hanged by a mob of fifty 
men half a mile 
beyond 
the city 
limits last Thursday night, and his 
body was riddled with bullets as it 
swung from the limb of a roadside 
tree. 
Mrs. Whitsington 
telephoned 
to 
her husband before 
he 
got home 
about the negro’s act, after a yard 
hand had driven Crump away, and 
he notified the sheriff. 
A deputy’s posse arrested the ne­ 
gro and was on 
the 
way 
to 
the 
county jail with him, when the mob, 
composed of farmers about 
White 
Haven, overtook them 
on 
the out­ 
skirts of town, 
just 
as the negro 
was about to he placed on a street 
car, and took him in charge. 
Three men, sworn in as deputies 
by Justice W. S. Knight, had the 
negro In charge, and they said after­ 
ward that they supposed they were 
beyond danger of a mob. They met 
several armed men on the pike who 
did not offer to molest them .4These 
men proved to 
be 
scouts for the 
main body of the mob. 
The deputies went on, unsuspeci 
ing. Presently the 
whole 
body of 
the mob, all the men being mounted, 
galloped bp, and with leveled weap­ 
ons demanded the negro. The «depu­ 
ties surrendered him. 
One of the men, who had provid­ 
ed himself with a stout 
rope, las­ 
soed the negro 
with 
it, and thus, 
surrounded by his angry captors, he 
was yalked half a mile 
to 
a tree 
deemed suitable 
for the lynching 
As his body swung 
from 
a 
limb, 
members of the mob galloped about 
it and riddled it with bullets. 
Some of the men in the mob dis­ 
armed the three deputies and took 
them in an opposite direction 
from 
that taken by the main body, then 
returned their 
weapons,

structions to continue their journey 
alone.

Major Beck was 
placed in com­ 
mand of a battalion composed of re­ 
cruits from Pettis and Benton coun­ 
ties, with orders to join Col. Gro­ 
ver’s command at - Jefferson City. 
The trip from 
Pettis 
county to 
Jefferson City was the signal for the 
first fighting of .the war in this sec­ 
tion . His battalion was attacked by 
southern sympathizers who engaged 
them from ambush. A sharp engage­ 
ment resulted from 
this attack, in 
which three soldiers and a number 
of civilians were killed. 
The enlistment of recruits for the 
Civil war in this section was brief, j 
and when Major Beck’s time expired 
he did not re-enlist, but came back 
to Sedalia in 1862 and engaged in 
the mercantile busies*?. 
His first store was at the south­ 
west corner of Second 
and Osa re 
sireets, where the -city 
hall 
now 
stands. After about fifteen years in 
business the major’s health became 
impaired, and he sold out to Chris 
Hye and Fred Guenther.

Jefferson City, June 3.—Silver con­ 
tinues to be one of the many mineral

resources of Missouri. While the an {

nuai output is not as large as that 
of Colorado, still there is enough 
“re­ 
covered” every year from the lead 
ores of St. Francois, 
Madison 
and 
other Southeast counties tb pay a 
handsome profit for this extra task. 
Silver exists in the ores of the 
counties just mentioned to the aver­ 
age extent of 1.38 ounces to the ton. 
It takes a high gtade of refining to 
recover this valuable white metal and 
therefore this work is 
at 
present 
done by Eastern smelters. 
Preliminary figures made public to­ 
day by Labor Commissioner J. C. A. 
Hiller credit Missouri with a produc­ 
tion of 32,900 ounces of silver, valued 
at $17,766 for the year 1910.' This 
is the amount of that precious white 
metal which was reported to the di­ 
rector of the United States mint as 
“coming from Missouri lead ores” by 
* eastern smelters. 
These figures will 
probably be increased later on when 
it is learned how much silver from 
th^ lead ore of this state was sold to 
manufacturers. 
In addition to this output of silver 
there were tons and tons of lead ore 
of the 1910 output of Missouri mines, 
from which it was never “recovered,” 
and therefore is still in the commer­ 
cial lead, regardless of what use the 
lead was put to. 
Tn 
other 
words, 
nearly all plumbings made from the 
1910 lead of Missouri (and most afe, 
as this state furnishes nearly 60 per 
cent, of the lead ore annually used 
in this country) now being put into 
business houses, residences, etc., con­ 
tains a small per cent, of silver. And 
this has been the case ever since Mis­ 
souri lead was first used for plumb­ 
ing purposes, as at no time has the 
silver been abstracted from all of it. 
In the year 1910 this state supplied 
209,432 tons of lead ore for use of all 
the states. Had all the silver contain­ 
ed in this enormous quantity of Mis­ 
souri wealth been ♦recovered” the 
amount would 
have 
been 
371,816 
ounces, and, at 54 cents 
an 
ounce, 
the value would have been $200,781. 
Therefore the silver- which was not 
extracted from the Missouri lead ore 
of 1910 amounted to 33S.916 ounces 
and was valued at $183,015, if all 
this mineral contained the white met- 
\ * 
al in the same proportions, and the 
chances are it did.
